W and Provided to come out on Horſe-back, with their Followers and Servants, and with twenty Dayes Proviſion, to a Our Ar- 
my, on twenty four hours Advertiſement, and to March and obey ſuch Orders as they fhall recieve from Our Council, or one 
of Our general Officers, and herein they ar= not to fail, as chey will Arfwer at their higheſt Peril, And under the Pains and Certifications appoin- 
- 4 t2d by the Laws of this Kingdom, againſt Abſents from Our Hef: and that neither the faid Hererors and Free-holders, nor theſe concerned in the 
-F Out-reik of Our Militia, may pretend excuſe, cither as to the want of Arms or Amunition or fuch Warlike Proviſions, We hereby allow them to be 
readily furviſhed therewith, forth of the Magazine of Our Caltle of Edimburgh,and Our other Magazines at the ordinary Rates; Declaring,that all fuch 
as ſhall not be {:fi-iently Armed and provided as faid is, that they fhall be holden and repute as Abſents from Our Hef, and be proceeded againſt and 
{ puniſhed accordingly ; And We, bur prejudice of the ny aforeſaid, being reſolved that che Hereitors and Free-holders of rhe Shiers under- 
written, in place of the Milicia Horſe ſhould come out, under the Commandoof the perſons following, viz.
